• The plan !s that which was disclosed 
in these dispatches several 'weeks ago. 
namely, the creation of a federal farm 
board\which would have a revolving 
fund to lend to commodity stabilization 
corporations. The idea is that 60 per 
cent of the funds needed to buy into 
the market shall be furnished by the 
federal farm loan board, and 40 per 
cent if necessary from the commodity 
stabilization corporations.

WILL AFFILIATE 


The plan calls for affiliation with the 


cooperatives in the most direct wa; 
but is believed to provide machinerj 
which will take care of the non,-mem 
bers. -As to the merit of the plan,' it. 
details have not been sufficiently dis 
tributed to get national*opinion or even 
to get a reaction from the farmstead 
ers. But the conference at St. Paul 
which asks for the principles of th< 
McNary-Haugen bill, has been hearm:

MUST SOLVE PROBLEM 


The essential thins to report at this 


time is, that notwithstanding the .ap

ties baron in America.

of gas, electricity and ti action^ his 
name means what Ford's means in 
the auto world.

THE CRUISER DIFFERENCE 


A dispatch from 
Geneva says it is 


announced in authoritative British circles 
that if the United States will agree with 
Great Britain to limit the number of 
10.000 ton cruisers to about 
10 Great 


Britain is prepared to accept the Ameri- 
can maximum total tonnage compromise 
proposals of 400.000 tons. The exact facts 
will undoubtedly be brought out in to- 
day's session of the conference, together 
with 
the 
possibilities of reaching 
an 


agreement. Here again, we have the naval 
disarmament move running true to form 
in such international gatherings. 


Last week the second or third'crisis de- 


veloped and the pessimists were sure it 
would wreck the conference. There did 
not seem to be any way of reconciling the 
differences between the United States ar.d 
Great Britain over total cruiser tonnage. 
Those on the inside, however, did not take 
the deadlock too-seriously. There is al- 
ways a way to adjust differences, where 
there is a sincere purpose to reach a defi- 
nite end. It now seems that a solution of 
this major difficulty may be found ana 
that a treaty satisfactory to the 
three 


powers may be evolved. 


All depends upon the honesty of 


their motives in discussing 
naval dis- 


armament. 
If they • really want 
to 


reduce naval expenditures and naval arm- 
ament a way will be found. 
A breakup 


of the conference is virtually impossible. 
Xone of the nations concerned can afford 
to have it terminate in the discord, ani- 
mosities and recriminations that would 
undoubtedly follow disagreement. Only 
chaos would result. A compromise must 
be reached. 


"NORMAL" FAMILIES 


The popular myth that a ''normal" fam- 


ily consists of two parents and three chil- 
dren has been-taken as the basis for many 


" discussions as to family budgets, salaries, 


house plans and other living 
problems. 


Yet we must now conclude that this 
mythical "normal" family does not live in 
the average American home, in Chicago 
at least, if we may accept as correct the 
findings of the American Home Econom- 
ics association and the University of 
Chicago in a recent joint investigation in 
that city. 


The study covers 23,373 families, some 


of which are childless, some having one 
or more children, and some of which are 
broken, that is. made up of one parent and 
one or more children. Of all these fam- 
ilies, almost one fourth had no children 
living at home when the figures were ob- 
tained. Another fourth had only one child. 
Practically one fifth had two children and 
less than one third had three or 
more. 


As a consequence the so-called 
normal 


family of two parents and three children 
was found in only 11 per cent of the fam- 
ilies studied. 


Furthermore, as we study the situation 


more thoroughly it docs not appear that 
it would be highly desirable that the 
average family consist of five. Of course, 
theoretically, that would provide a re- 
placement of three units for every 
two 


who died naturally of old age. barring ac- 
cidents all around. 
The effect of this 


condition, ir. theory at least, would be the 
increasing of the world's population by 
fifty per cent with each generation, which 
would be a catastrophe. Economically the 
world 55 better oil with a smaller increase.

The time may conceivably come 


vhen it will be impossible for a wri- 
er to get his novel accepted by the 
>ublishers unless it lias an unhappy 
ending, just as 'there was a time, not 
;o very long ago, when a happy end- 
ng was absolutely necessary. 


I have 
frequently protested, 
in 


hcse articles, againit books that be- 
gan as tragedies and then at page 
:50 changed to sweet love stories set 
n the best of jail possible worlds. The 
•eal writers who have stamina 
and 


character _have 
never 
done 
that. 


When they began a tragedy they car- 
ried it through. The silly statement 
hat there is already so much sorrow 
n the world that it ought not be ob-' 
ruded in us in books has never stop- 
ped them from being honest artists. A 
oook that was keyed to the motif of 
ragedy. remained tragedy on the last 
7350 as on the-first. The really great 
>ooks. from "Hanlet" to "Tcts" illus- 
rato this. 


But it is just as logical to protest 


jgamst turning a book that is keyed 
to happiness or triumph into a use- 
ess tragedy on the last page, merely 
jecause the tragic ending came into 
vogue. Imagine Robinson Crusoe, af- 
ter 20 years on ' his island 
finally 


ance is at hand. A boat conies 
10 


sighting the ship of rescue. De'.iver- 
shore and releases him from his long 
exile. He climbs into the 
boat, 
is 


•owed to the-ship, climbs up the lad- 
der and then on the 
very 
topmost 


rung slips, falls into the ocean and 
s drowned! 


That would not be tragic, it would 


be grotesque. The theme of "Robin- 
son Crusoe" is triumph — tr:u:np;i 
of man over nature. We glory with 
Crusoe in every victory he gams in 
carving out a home on his island. Ev- 
ery word in the book demands fin- 
ally a triumphal return to civilization, 
•ind Dcfese was artist enough to pror 
vide it. 


Knut Hamsun's "Growth of 
the 


Soil" is another tUcme of triumph. In 
this book man conquers the wilder- 
ness. In the end we leave Isak in- 
tensely happy, sewing his seed in the 
subdued soil, making an almost re- 
ligious rite of it. The ending is Art- 
istically satisfying because it 5s tri- 
umphant, exactly as the unhappy 
ending of "Hamlet" is satisfying be- 
cause It is the reverse, 
in keeping 


\vith thOx.tone of the story. 


In O. E. Kelvaag's recent novel of 


the subduing of the Dakota prairies 
'Giants in the Earth." the whole ten- 
or of the hook is again triumph—man 
conquers the prairie. In the battle of 
the pioneer agninit the vast plains 
the pior.ccr wins. Historically he won 
as the history of the winning of the 
west shows, and artisticlaly he ought 


,o win, if the saga about him is to 
be satisfying. 


I did not have any suspicion until 


he next to the last page that the mi- 
nor was going to kill off Per Hans:', 
the heio of the book. There is artis- 
te justification for killing off 
H«ins 


Olsa, the pioneer is next in impoit- 
ince to Per.llansa: after all, the 
prairie demanded terrible sacrifices 
and it exacted the lives of s>tro:i§ riic-n 
as well as of weaklings. But killing 
off Per Han*a also, without adequate 
excuse, seems to me. to be doing ex- 
actly what those writers do who be- 


m a tragedy and then 
artificially 


change it into a happy story at the 
end. 


"Giants in the Earth" is a story of 


riumph. if it is anything. It is a very 
strong story in many ways. Rolvaag 
does not sentimentalize or prettify hi& 
material. He calls things by their 
right name's. He 'is out to tell a true 
story- In the very nature ofvthings 
nan's victory over the prairie is sym- 
jolized by Per Hansa. Rolvaag may 
answer that he did not intend him as 
a symbolical figure, but as an indi- 
vidual pioneer. Undoubtedly that w.is 
his intention, but such a figure would 
take on symbolical meaning in spite 
of anything an author might intend. 
He is the Pioneer who conquered the 
Wes>t, with a capital P. 


He keeps on winning up to the next 


to the last page. "We glory with him 
in his battle, as we glory Robinson 
Crusoe or with Lsak. Then, in a huff 
at his wife who has become a religi- 
ous fanatic, he goes into a blizzard ;o 
the town 40 miles and months later 
he is found sitting dead against a 
haystack. 


There is no reason for it. It is an 


artistic crime. An artificial unhappy 
ending has, no more merit than an 
artificial happy ending.

100th Birthday In West 


Duncan M. Johnston, who recently 


celebrated his one-hundrcth 
birthday 


anniversary in California, has the dis- 
tinction of being a "grand tfld man" 
of four states — California. Kansas, 
Nebraska and Wisconsin—acording to 
an article prepared by Dr. John Fa- 
villo ol" Lake Mills, formerly pastor of 
First Congregational church here. Mr. 
Johnston spent the early years of his 
lifo in Aisjjleton but left here a great 
many years ago. 


Following is the sketch of his life 


prepared by Dr. Eaville: 


In the year 1S43, Col. William Johns- 


ton and his 
wife, Harriet Faville. 


came from Xew York state and settled 
on a farm or rather in the Vwoods in 
tho town of Grand Chute two miles 
north of AppletonT 


They had a family of six sons. Wil- 


liam, John F., Duncan M., Michael, 
George and Asa. AH grew tip to man- 
hood and all made their hordes fc.- a 
t:me in or near Appleton. All were 
musical and were members of the first 
brass band organized 
in Appleton. 


John F., was the leader of the band 
and Duncan M.. played the trombone. 


John F. also became the first mayor 


of Appleton. 
Duncan M. joined the 


gold seekers, "the 40ers". He went to 
California and then to Australia. Ho 
took the famous trip "around 
the 


horn." 


He had a groat experience. He did 


/iot rob _C.alifornia or Australia of its 
gold butn-cturned to Appleton, bought 
a fex-m opposi' - his father's and for a 
time did pioneer service in Outagamie 
co-inty. Later he moved to Topeka, 
Kansas, when it was one of the "bor- 
der ruflian* states. 
While there he 


was a part of the time kj government 
empioy as an inspector of lands. 
He 


was elected a member of the legisla- 
ture and became one of the forces that, 
helped mould Kansas against slavery 
and for'the'union.

Afterwards, he moved 
to Omaha, 


Nebraska, 
then to San Francisco, 


California, and his home the past ten, 
years has been Swectwater Ranch, 
Kelseyville, California, where with two 
daughters and a son he lias been "a 
moving up with the country." 


On May 3. 1027, he celebrated bis 


one hundrcth birthday. His daughters 
wrote; "His neighbors r.r.d friends in 
Kc.ls,eyv:llo and Lake County turned 
out en masse on Friday afternoon to 
pay respects and to congratulate the 
centenarian." 
Two original poems 


wero dedicated to him by local poets. 


The Kelseyville Sun's report in part

FIXING PRICES 


Xor has the farmer, as is common- 


ly supposed, any quarrel with the 'law 
of supply and demand. Some one must 
in the. first instance name the price of 
any commodity. It does not come down 
from the 'sky. Other producers have 
regulated the volume of their product 
which is on the market at any onp 
time. In this way the price does not 
fluctuate from day to day and from 
hour to hour. Xor is it the football of 
traders who have no interest in his 
enterprise and who, arc concerned 
only with trading profits. 


"What the farmer asks is that he be 


given the same right to name a price 
in the first instance and that he be. 
enabled to acquire an organization 
which will secure to him the same 
power to maintain that price which 
other industries through their superior 
organizations now enjoy. 


"Those who tire of the farmer's 


complaint say that he must adjust his 
production to the probable demand 
Jast as industry**»cs. But the farm- 
er cannot avoid the occasional sur- 
plus and if there were not surpluses 
some years, there would be a deficien- 
cy in others, and the world xvould be 
lacking in sufficient food and clothes. 
The farmer must always plan to raise 
more than just enough if the world is 
to be fed and clothed.
